KAHN “CAM-D“ TEST STATIONS 

Leonard Kahn is a name familiar to many NRC members. Leonard is a gifted, creative engineer 
with a penchant for quixotic projects. Among his best known are “PowerSide,” his technique for re- 
ducing the carrier level in an AM signal and putting the freed power into a sideband, and his late 
1960s/early 1970s method of AM stereo that put a separate channel on each sideband (and required 
two radios, each tuned to the appropriate sideband!). While these efforts have brought Kahn a lot of 
attention, none have made much of an impact on AM radio. 

Now Kahn is back with something he calls “Cam-D,” short for “compatible AM digital.” This sup- 
posedly gives all the benefits of IBOC but without interference to adjacent channels. To date, Kahn has 
been very skimpy on the details of his system (see http://www.rwonline.com/reference-room/iboc/ 
04_rw_hd_kahn.shtml for a typical example) but he has apparently convinced some stations to test 
Cam-D. The list below is from Kevin Redding (thanks, Kev!) but, unfortunately, no other details were 
available.

The LW station 
on 183 was fairly good. UK-1089 was good, and Norway-1314 was in but far from its usual signal. The 
Spanish RNEs were fair to good, with 684 and 855 leading the way. North Africa was coming in on 531, 
549, 711 and 891, among others, but 711 and 891 were the best. The usual LAs were coming in but 
nothing new for me and conditions didn’t seem particularly auroral. And as I mentioned in my last 
report, we are leaving next week for a Danube cruise to the Black Sea. I will be interested to see how 
the big Romanian and Bulgarian stations are doing these days. They used to be regulars here but have 
been little heard for a while.

International News 

CHINA: China appears to have commissioned a new high-powered mediumwave transmitter for its 
external services, allowing simultaneous operation on 603 and 684 kHz to SE Asia. Previ- 
ously, 603 and 684 were believed to come from a single transmitter at the Dongfang site, 
switching channels just before 1300. Both frequencies were heard carrying occasional music 
tests in late September, with the Voice of Russia and Radio France Internationale relays tem- 
porarily moved to 1296 kHz. The following observed schedule is possibly incomplete. 603 
kHz: 1100-1200 CRI Cantonese, 1200-1300 VOR Vietnamese, 1300-1700 CRI Vietnamese. 684 
kHz: 1200-1300 CRI English, 1300-1400 RFI French, 1400-1500 CRI Cambodian, 1500-1700 
CRI Vietnamese. 1296 kHz: 1100-1500 CRI Vietnamese, 1500-1600 RFI Vietnamese, 1600-1700

TAIWAN: Family Radio on 1359 kHz via Fangliao also carries programes in South Asian languages at 
1600-1800, giving their postal address in Andhra Pradesh, India. I think 1700-1800 might be 
in Hindi and 1600-1700 in another North Indian language, but I’m no expert. [Alan Davies,

Shared tips, topics, and Internet info 


This discussion of sunset DX began during a discussion of when DXers could expect to hear the 
new Chicago area X-bander on 1690... 

Neil Kazaross <neilkaz@earthlink.net>: Your time and that of your colleagues in the east for WRLL 
will be via sunset skip. WPTX will drop to 1 kW (if not cheating) and then WRLL is 10 kW until 
Chicago SS. The end of October will be superb for this. I know you totally understand this, but we have 
some newer members here who don’t fully appreciate the mechanics of SSS DX. In two weeks as Oct 
starts to end, you'll never find me online at 7 PM local since SSS DX potential gets good by then. Les 
Rayburn <les@highnoonfilm.com>: Kaz, I’m interested in finding a good reference on sunset DXing. 
Why does it get better at the end of this month for instance? 

Brian Leyton <bleyton@cpe-usalco.com>: | know I’m still kind of new at this, but let me take a stab 
at this one... 

Basically it has to do with the sunrise & sunset times, and how they relate to the time at which 
various stations either switch power/pattern or go on/off. To simplify matters for station manage- 
ment, rather than have them track sunrise times every day, an approximate average sunrise / sunset 
time for the month is used. 

Here’s an example: From a link to the sunrise/sunset times for them on the FCC site, and a site that 
will give you true sunrise/sunset times by city, you can see that sunrise for October is 7:00AM, and 
sunset is 6:15. However, these are the approximate average times, not the real ones. These times will be 
close around the middle of the month, but will be off at the beginning & end of the month. For ex- 
ample, true sunset for October 1 would be around 6:30, but at the end of the month, will be more like 
5:45 (let’s ignore daylight savings time & stick with CDT times). 

So the result is that at the beginning of the month, WRLL will cut power from 10Kw to 1Kw at 6:15. 
True sunset for October 1 is not until 6:30, so the likelihood of good skip while they’re on high power 
are lousy. Contrast that with the end of the month, when true sunset is at 5:45. You’ve got 1/2 hour 
while they are on 10Kw, but the sun is already down. In this case, the best conditions for hearing them 
are probably to the east, where there is a path of darkness. 

If you're in the east, then at the end of the fall months, conditions are best for you to hear sunset skip 
from stations to the west, as darkness extends west, and the skip rolls in before the stations cut power. 

Looking at the morning, it’s a similar scenario. Looking back at WRLL again, their power-up time is 
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7:00AM. At the beginning of the month, true sunrise is at 6:47, so they are powering up after sunrise, 
therefore lousy conditions. At the end of the month, sunrise isn’t until 7:22, so you havea good 20 min. 
of darkness when they’re going to be on 10Kw. In this case though, the best conditions will be to the 
west. As the stations to your east power up, you should have a better chance of hearing them before 
the skip disappears. 

In the spring, everything is reversed. 

Hope this makes sense... 

One thing | left out of my explanations of SRS & SSS is why October in particular is a good month. 
This is because it is one of the months which has a large change in sunrise/sunset times. Comparing 
this to June for example, looking at Chicago, the sunrise time goes from 5:15 on 6/1 to 5:19 on 6/30. Big 
deal. Same for sunset. 8:19 to 8:30. 

So the months that have a large change in the sunrise/sunset times are the ones that give you the 
longest period of time when the skip is in, and the power is high. Those would be the fall & spring 
months. 

Bruce Conti <BACONTI@aol.com>: It also has something to do with the changing of the seasons, 
in terms of the increasing / decreasing darkness and resulting changes in the ionosphere. Of course we 
all know about the so-called “end of the DX season” where the long daylight hours make DXing more 
difficult during summer due to the ionosphere’s extended exposure to the sun’s energy. Mid-winter 
anomaly is somewhat less understood, believed to be due to the short days and minimal exposure of 
the ionosphere to the sun’s energy, sometimes resulting in daytime skip but otherwise bringing about 
more consistent DX conditions. The changing seasons of spring and fall result in the largest swings in 
ionospheric conditions and thus the most volatile DX conditions during sunrise /sunset. 

Russ Edmunds <wb2bjh@nrcdxas.org>: Another factor in October is the time change. ( In April 
conditions aren‘t as good, so the change is of less benefit ). You have more possible options within a 
given month because the time changes aren’t entirely consistent with the actual sunrise and sunset 
changes. 

Try also checking out and ordering the reprint articles on the subject in the NRC Reprints (said he, 
having written one of them ). 

Robert Foxworth <rfoxwor] @tampabay.rr.com>: Re: Sunset DX — this month, all other things be- 
ing equal, the one dominant variable is the s/off time. To understand this, consider how the clock 
times of local sunset vary over periods of days. 

First consider that the rate of change of local sunset time varies throughout the year, in fact the 
curve describing the rate of change of sunset (not the absolute time of any given sunset) is pretty well 
described by a sine wave. The rate of change is greatest in fall and spring (greatest slope) and is nearly 
zero in June and December. Therefore sunset skip CX in those months are nearly invariant throughout 
the entire month as sunset is offset from s/off time by a nonchanging offset which depends mainly on 
where you are (east or west)in the timezone belt. 

If you live in Long Island, in most all of December the sun sets at 1624 local time every day. You 
don’t even notice the change for a month. (That was LSS where I then lived. In Boston it’s nearer 1615 
as I recall) 

In fall, the time of sunset changes by from 1 to 2 minutes per day. So, secondly, since the FCC 
mandates that local clock time signoff is constant over the entire month, the actual time that a station 
signs off, or changes power, is the average for the month, it follows that, in the fall, the station must s/ 
off early, relative to actual LSS at the beginning of the month, and somewhat late relative to actual 
sunset at the end of the month. 

Talways found that the last few days of October gave the greatest variation in time offset and the 
best CX, otherwise. So, get ready. Stations remaining on day power into near-darkness. It’s a special 
time of year. On the first of November sunset may occur a minute earlier but the stations s/off 15 or 30 
minutes earlier. Plan to watch TV that night if you can’t find anyone who forgot to adjust the time. 


See if this helps you understand and use the sunset DX phenomenon to expand your totals.

DX ing ‘smart’, with shared tips and requests by NRC members 


The items contained in this column come from a recent discussion on the NRC listserv. I want to 
again emphasize that the contents of the answers provided below are a composite of various replies 
also presented on the listserv. Some are my own responses, but many are not. 


Q -Isaw the following on the list last night: 

“Came home and counted at least 40 TAs, many with audio. Norway-1314 was one of the best but 
Denmark-1062 also in despite local KYW splatter. UK was in on 1089 and 909, Spain very good on 684. 
Ireland was fair on 567. The high end was poor at that time.” 

In ham radio there isn’t a contact until at least call sign and signal report have been exchanged. In 
my SWL experience, I do not have a loggable reception unless | have enough information to submit a 
QSL request. 

How do you count a TA if you didn’t hear anything? Once | master this trick, my country count will 
increase substantially [:) 

A- There are some here who subscribe to the above standards, others do not require a specific ID - 
often because those are fewer and farther between. Most of us view this as an individual hobby, and 
that each of us should do what we’re comfortable with, although there are still some limits on that. 

Not everybody QSL’s and not everybody waits for an ID when they report hearing a station they 
have heard many times before. DX’ing is very personal and you can set up your own criteria for count- 
ing a station. However, when you report hearing it to someone else or to this list, then you should have 
some assurance that what you heard is the real thing. 

For logging of a station never before logged, the standards would be tighter, at that point becoming 
whatever level of info is necessary for each individual to conclude that he/she has really heard a 
specific station. For some that might be language, loop bearing, comparing sign-on or sign-off times 
with known info; comparing program titles, items to known info; an anthem or interval signal, etc... 
And sometimes we just get lucky and there simply isn’t another station on the frequency in all of 
Europe or Africa. But even so, thanks to years of experience, they can often conjecture as to what it is. 

But, to explain the post you saw, Ben has been DX’ing TA’s from pretty much the same location for 
decades. Thus what you saw was a combination of regulars, frequent visitors and other re-logs. After 
a time, one gets to know the channels, the stations and the usual propagation patterns, and can thus 
‘know’ what stations are there by hearing them. The TAs to which he is referring have long since been 
identified. His notes provide targets for those who are newer to the AM-DX'ing dials and thus are of 
value. 

To say he “didn’t hear anything” is not quite correct. He heard over 40 “things.” Hearing hets does 
not mean hearing audio. Some DX’ers have sophisticated-enough equipment whereby if they hear a 
het, they can usually dig out audio. If you hear a bunch of hets, it simply means the band is alive and 
ripe for picking. 

He only identified those stations which were delivering audio, like Norway, Ireland, etc. The “40 
TA’s” are definitely TA’s because of the split frequencies they were on. He “counted” that many sig- 
nals. Even if you can’t recover audio and positively [D a station based on its programming, it’s entirely 
legit to say it’s a “TA” and leave it at that, which is exactly what he did. 

Surely he didn’t mean he “logged” that many because he didn’t say so. He said he “counted” 40 TA 
signals. Even if he didn’t positively identify each and every one of them before he reported to the list, 
his information is still very valuable in that it confirms there is TA propagation in progress. 


Q - Of course all the information is valuable. I guess I didn’t make my main point. He said he 
counted TA’s some with audio. How can you count something if you can’t hear it. lam presuming that 
one needs audio to “hear” something? 

A- Not necessarily. The analogy might be if one night WABC ran no programming, but just an open 
carrier. We would know that it was WABC because of limited other stations with strong signal in the 
Northeast. Directional bearing would also contribute. 

Similarly, if we hear and measure a heterodyne on a European channel, where there are no other 
stations, we know that the signal emanates from a TA even if we don’t know which one. Further, if 
there is only one possibility, then, as with WABC, we know who itis. 

So it is not at all unreasonable to count TA carriers, and to do so with or without readable audio — 
once again remembering that these are not being claimed as new loggings, nor even necessarily as 
loggings at all. I think all of us, having heard a given station enough times, no longer consider it 
anything more and a repeating event. 
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I think this is just a semantics issue. When Ben said “count”, I believe he meant he counted up the 
number of hets or audio-producing channels and the total was 40. In this case, “count” means “added 
up” as opposed to “entered in the logbook”. 

By “audio” he meant he could hear the program material. TA signals are not on 10 KHz channels 
like American stations are. 549, 558, 567, 576, 585, 594 KHz, etc... 

The carriers of these European stations heterodyne with the carriers of the American stations on 
nearby channels. For example, if you're listening to WWKB-1520 and the strong Saudi station on 1521 
is coming in, its carrier heterodynes with WWKB’s to create a LOUD 1 KHz tone. 

The TA’s he counted without audio, he was counting carrier heterodynes only. They have to get a 
lot stronger to deliver program audio. 


Q - Am | DX’ing all wrong? I usually go through the dial on the expected frequency, 1512, 1523, 
1521, 1548 etc. looking for a signal. Am I supposed to go to the nearest US frequency and listen for the 
het? If somebody would please tell me what the correct procedure for DX’ing MW stations is, | would 
most appreciate it. 

A- Each isa perfectly valid way to do it. The audible heterodyne against a US frequency of 2 kHz in 
audio frequency means that there’s a carrier either + or - 2 kHz. That’s sometimes the ‘first warning’ of 
TA reception, then going further one can determine which side and if there’s audio. But it’s equally 
fine to check each of the TA frequencies. For those of us who've been doing this since before there were 
digital-readout receivers, the audible heterodyne was a more common approach. In fact some of us 
still have only analog receivers. Today, with a digital receiver, it is relatively easy to check the frequen- 
cies directly. 

There are lots of ways to do this — one is to tune across the band from low to high in USB mode (or 
from high to low in LSB mode). The BFO squeals every time a carrier approaches — and when it’s on 
a TA frequency, one can stop and check for audio. This works using a tuned loop where it takes around 
30 seconds to set up for audio on a TA channel — first tuning the antenna, then figurimg out whether 
USB or LSB or synchronized-detector AM clears away the most splash, then turning up the regenera- 
tion control. It’s not worth doing without an indication that there’s a strong enough carrier to produce 
sufficient audio, so it would usually be unproductive me to start by tuning directly to the TA fre- 
quency. 

With older tube-type analog communications receivers, a similar technique is to back off the re- 
ceiver sensitivity control, engage the BFO and listen for peaks and dips in the tone the BFO creates. 
These signal the presence of hets as one tunes up or down the band, although one has to be careful of 
TVI mimicking the presence of a carrier. 

Another interesting technique used by some with memory-rich radios like the AOR7030 is to load, 
into memory, an entry corresponding to every split frequency out there, plus or minus, say, 400 Hz. For 
example, there are TA splits on 549, 558, 567 and 575. To check those four frequencies for TA signals he 
has loaded 548.600, 557.600, 566.600 and 574.600 into four of his radio’s memories, making sure he is 
using USB or LSB instead of AM. 

That way he will hear an audio tone corresponding to the mixing product of his own radio’s BFO 
set 400 Hz away from the anticipated TA. No beat tone = no received signal from the TA. 

If you have an AM-only receiver and cannot do the Zero beat thing, you can select frequencies that 
are close to domestic broadcasters. As was already pointed out, 1521 is perfect for this because the 
mixing product is a nice, identifiable 1000 Hz. Anything more than 2 or 3 KHz. away starts to fall 
outside the audio range and bandwidth of some receivers, so therefore something on 1314 like Nor- 
way may not be detected this way. You would either have to notice the audio, or use the method above 
and create your own signal (with a BFO) to beat against. 

Now, once you DO hear a tone, you still have to identify the station causing it. That is a separate 
issue. The existence of the hets is mainly an indication of path, and the ID’ing is done the old fashioned 
way. Once the het rises to the level that audio may be produced, you sit there and wait.
